And What Have You

Other than the big stir of whether 
or not the television networks will 
or will not carry the debates be­ 
tween Jimmy Carter and Gerald 
Ford, the big campaign talk this 
week appears to be tax reform. 
No one, including Carter seems 
to know just what Carter means 
when he talks about lowering taxes 
for some and raising it for others. 
But really when you get right 
down to it, it really does not make 
much difference because pol­ 
iticians have been talking tax 
reform for years. And, unless there 
is a drastic change you can just 
forget it. 
Tax reform is something more 
talked about than done. 
Most of the talk about tax reform 
concerns the federal income tax, 
because it is a tax that just about 
everybody pays. There is talk 
about local property tax reform, 
too, but somehow that never gets 
accomplished because what most 
of us mean by tax reform is to cut 
the taxes we pay even if the “rich 
guys” have to pay more. 
It never seems to work out that 
way; and for us middle class 
Americans to think it will is merely 
wishful thinking. 
Even Democratic presidential 
candidate Carter, who has been 
making a lot of speeches about 
“tax reform,” comes across a little 
bit less than sincere when you take 
a look at his income tax statement. 
Jimmy Carter last year filed an 
income tax statement showing 
income of $136,926, a pretty good 
income for a peanut farmer. 
On this income he paid slightly 
less than $17,500 in federal income 
taxes. 
Even those of us who never made 
an A in arithmetic can figure out 
that Jimmy Carter paid slighty less 
than 13 per cent of his income in 
federal income taxes. Most wage 
earners start out by paying 20 per 
cent of their paycheck. So how did 
he manage this? Well, Jimmy 
Carter did it very legitimately, but 
he had to use what he calls “tax 
loopholes.” 
He averaged his income for the 
last four years and took investment 
credit on some $400,000 investment 
in new machinery at his peanut 
processing warehouse. 
This is a “loophole” allowed by 
Congress in order to stimulate 
investment in capital equipment 
and in the long run create jobs, 
which no doubt the Carter peanut 
processing factory has been able to 
do. 
We are not criticizing this. We 
have never heard President Ford 
criticize it. But it does seem odd 
that Jimmy Carter can pay less 
than 13 per cent tax on an income of 
$136,926 and still be able to go out 
and make speechesagainst income 
tax loopholes. 
The Democrats who have con­ 
trolled Congress for a great many 
years have shed huge crocodile 
tears about the tax burden on the 
poor and the middle class, but 
when the committees get right 
down to it, they cannot escape the 
conclusion 
that 
every 
“ tax 
loophole” written into the law is 
there for a legitimate reason and is 
likely to stay there. 
We may see some reforms in the 
coming year but don’t hold your 
breath waiting on tax reform. And 
this includes the tax bill just passed 
by Congress which is tabled a 
“reform” bill. It will be years 
before we know what Congress has 
done 
to 
us 
this time. 
As 
Congressman Omar Burleson 
points out in his newsletter this 
week, “ the Internal Revenue 
Service has not yet completed rules 
and regulations applying to the 
revision in the tax laws of 1969.” 
This is not an attack on Carter 
nor is it an edorsement for Ford, 
but simply an effort to point out the 
fact that one needs to find sane 
other reason to support a candidate 
for president. Lila so many other 
campaign promises, tax reform is 
just that — a campaign promise

Center is again filled to 
capacity after a lull through 
the summer months. It is 
open from 6:30 a.m. till 6:30 
p.m. 
The Cento* served a total 
of 57 children during the 
month of August, 27 White, 14 
Black, and six Mexican 
Americans. This included 
drop-ins kept for families of 
the bereaved diring services. 
a new courtesy extended by 
the center. 


The Center is licensed for 
35 children and has a present 
enrollment of 35. 
When the Center was 
opened in 1974, it had a 
budget of $30,000 and after 
two years it now has a budget 
for 1976-1977 of $70,000. It has 
a staff of 12, seven full time 
and five part-time. Four staff 
members received Child 
Care Certificates or are now 
taking a 30 hour Vocational 
Child Care Training Course, 
from Abilene Independent 


Schools. The staff members 
took this course on their own 
time. Four new staff mem­ 
bers are taking this course 
now, that began Sept. 12. 


The 
state 
requires 
education in child care and 
furnishes the staff to teach it. 
Proper 
diet 
and 
food 
preparation is also taught. 
Children from all income 
groups and all races are 
charged according to income, 
with special consideration to 
children from one parent 
families. 
Some 
new 
forms 
of 
teaching begun this fall in­ 
clude: 
Cowboy 
Center, 
complete with stick horses, 
canteens and vests; Beauty 
Shop-has wigs, manikins, 
brushes 
and 
curlers; 
Homemaking Center- has 
play stove, refrigerator, 
cabinet, sink, table and 
chairs, also prop boxes of 
food. Mama clothes, Daddy 
clothes, dolls and dollclothes, 
blankets; Music Center- has 


organ, records and record 
player, rhythm band in­ 
struments, and cable T V.; 
Water Play- pans for water, 
measuring cups, funnels, 
wooden spoons, hand mixers, 
etc; Wood Work- hammers, 
scrap lumber, nails, saws, 
blocks with small plastic 
animals and people, numbers 
and shapes, Art- crayolas, 
scissors, paper, finger paints, 
paste, 
wooden 
puzzles, 
puppets; Science Center- 
m agnets, 
m agnifying 
glasses, plants, rocks and 
fish. 
The children are fed break­ 
fast, lunch and snacks. Each 
child is cleaned up to be sent 
home. 
There is a birthday party 
once each month for all the 
children celebrating a birth­ 
day that month. Special 
birthday parties are wel­ 
comed if the parents or 
grandparents wish to send 
refreshments. The children 
make decorations and hats 
for the party. 


Outside supervised play 
and games are permitted 
each day when the weather 
permits.
